1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. The polls to be open for this purpose from ten 
thirty of the clock in the forenoon and to be closed no 
earlier than six thirty of the clock in the afternoon. 


2. To bring in your votes on the following question: 
“Shall the provisions of chapter 171-A of the Revised 
Laws relative to playing games of beano be adopted in 
this town?” 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation for the same. 


4. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the payment of aid to persons. 
on public welfare. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repair of highways and 
bridges, including the oiling of roads. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $1,041.78 for Town Road Aid. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for street lighting. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee 
Region. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money beyond that required by law for 
the maintenance of the Sutton Free Library. 


10. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day observance. 


11. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Old Home Day celebration. 


12. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the expenses of the fire depart- 
ment, and forest fire fighting, and pass any vote relating 
thereto.

The year 1952 was a very good year in regard to fire 
losses. The Fire Dept. had 6 calls. Four were for chimney 
fires and two were for outdoor fires. There was no property 
loss at any of these fires,although one of the outdoor fires 
was very expensive to the Town of Sutton. 

The year 1953 has started off badly. We have lost the 
O’Neil Mill at Blaisdell Lake, a loss we all very much re- 
gret. 

The Town Meeting of 1952 appointed a Committee 
to study the Fire Protection problem for the Town of 
Sutton. That committee will report at this Town Meeting 
1953. I hope you will give the problem your consideration 
and decide what is the best solution for our Town. 

We are operating at present one truck loaded with 
Forest Fire Fighting equipment and two trucks loaded 
with water, hose and pumping equipment.

REPORT OF THE FIRE PROTECTION 
COMMITTEE 


As voted at the 1952 town meeting, the Selectmen ap- 
pointed a nine man committee to study the fire protection 
need of the town and to make recommendations. The 
committee was organized with the following members. 
C. G. Wells, Chairman, Orrison H. Woodward, Co-Chair- 
man, Stanley Chapman, Secretary, and Nelson Adams, 
Edmund Dempsey, W. Longley, F. Matten, Earl Rowe, 
and John Wolfe. 

After a meeting with the Selectmen the peritetttcs 
held one open meeting in each of the three villages to acer- 
tain as best they could what protection the people wanted 
and how they thought such protection could be provided. 
Members of the committee also visited neighboring com- 
munities to study what they had done and the cost of the 
fire protection. 

The best protection by volunteer fire intents would 
in a community such as ours, be provided by having in 
each of three villages a well equipped fire company man- 
ned by volunteers who were well trained and were avail- 
able and willing to turn out at all hours. Such a program 
however, would be costly and more volunteers would be 
needed than appears to be available at this time. The cost 
for equipment, housing, Insurance of equipment and the 
men on duty and for supplies for a three company set-up 
would over a period of years be approximately three times 
as much as for one company. And the capital cost for 
equipment and housing to get started on an adequate 
three company set-up would surely exceed Five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00). We are advised that there would be 
no saving on insurance premium by having three 
companies. 


Q4, 


In view of the high cost and other imited factors we 
believe that one company with equipment in the best 
practical location is what the town should have at this 
time. All other considerations being equal, the equipment 
should be kept at. the center of the town, however, there 
are compelling reasons for having the equipment kept at 
its present location in the North Village. In the first place 
most of the apparatus was paid for by residents of the 
North Village, with the understanding that it would re- 
- main there. Secondly, the present housing is the only 
adequate facilities to protect the equipment. Thirdly, in 
view of Chief West’s great interest, his willingness to serve, 
his special fire fighting knowledge, his availability to the 
North Village, make that location the best one. 

Ii the one equipped company plan is adopted, then in 
fairness to the men who volunteer their services to en- 
courage their progress through training and to permit 
further improvements and additions to equipments, the 
town should annually appropriate and turn over to a pro- 
posed committee sufficient funds to accomplish this. 
Your committee in summary recommends: 

1. That the North Fire Station be the location for the 
town’s fire fighting equipment. 

2. ‘That the so-called South Pumper be housed for the 
cold months at the North headquarters, as is now 
done and located at the South for the warm months 
if and when there is interest and facilities there for 
such supplimentary protection. 

3. That in the South and the Mills sections, groups be 
urged and encouraged to organize and get training, 
so that they may carry a fair share of the fire pro- 
tection responsibility by being prepared and ready to 
take quick action locally when required to serve with 
the town’s apparatus, when available and when called 
to fight forest fires. 


4. That an appropriation of Four Hundred and Fifty 


Sutton 4 
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($450.00) annually be made to maintain equipment, 
purchase needed new tools and improvements and for 
the training of new members. This appropriation 
should be seperate from and in addition to such sums 
as the town appropriates as an estimated labor cost 
for Forest Fires. 

That annually the Selectmen appoint a fire committee 
of three, one of whom shall be the Fire Chief, whose 
duties will be to authorize expenditures they approve, 
study fire protection needs and improvements and to 
make recommendation to the Selectmen. 

The committee believes that one company fairly sup- 


ported by the town and assisted when needed by: the fire 
companies of our neighboring towns, will provide ade- 
quate service comparable to that of our neighbors and at 
a cost as low as any we have found. 


The committee suggest that the town recognize the 


unusually fine contribution Mr. Vernon West has made 
and is willing to continue to make as Fire Chief.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


TEAM WORK WILL DO THE JOB 


Team work has won victories from time immemorial, 
for families, towns, cities, states and nations. Team work 
is the highest form and most democratic example of co- 
operation. Without team work, America and Americans 
would never have achieved the greatness that is theirs. 
We are all aware of its power and appeal. It is no less 
needed now than in the past. 

Team work among those who live, work and recreate 
in and near the wodlands, is vital. There never was a time 
when our woodlands as a whole were in such precarious 
condition as they are now. 

Since the hurricane, nearly 900,000 acres of slash have 
been added to our already sizeable slash problem. If we 
are to avoid unnecessary trouble with fire in our woodland 
areas everyone must cooperate — we must have team 
work. The remedy is simple — 

YOU and YOU and YOU and YOU 

MUST secure the required permit from your local forest 
fire warden before burning. 

MUST use necessary precautions while burning or smoking 
in or near woodlands. 

MUST not throw lighted cigars, cigarettes and matches 
from vehicles moving along highways. 

Otherwise YOU might well contribute to a costly and 

damaging fire. And don’t forget that fire might destroy 

your own property!

The Sutton Building Committee, under the able 
leadership of Mr. Eliot B. Foot, has been putting in a lot 
of hard work so that ithey may be able to present a build- 
ing program at the Annual School Meeting in March. They 
have been saved much work because thorough preliminary 
work was done by the previous Committee and I know 
that the present Committee appreciate what the previous 
Committee has done. 

I have always felt that the one main reason why the 
building was not voted several years ago, and that was the 
feeling that was built up in the community, that some one 
was going to come along and provide the money like some 
good fairy godmother. Now, I think we all realize the fact 
that if we are going to have a building we are going to 
have to pay for it ourselves. I think this is a good thing. 
We are not getting anything from the Federal Govern- 
ment free. 

I think there are three questions which a person 
should ask himself before he votes for or against the new 
building. 

1. Do we need the new school or are the old build- 
ings satisfactory? | 


2. Is the new building the kind of a building we want? 
Does it meet our needs without putting in expensive extras 
that we do not need and possibly cannot afford? 

38. Can we afford a bond issue of approximately 
$50,000.00 which is the approximate cost of the type build- 
ing the present Committee is planning? 

I must say that the present buildings are entirely in- 
adequate and should have been replaced years ago. They 
are poorly lighted and poorly heated and are poor from 
an educational point of view, as well as health. I do not 
believe they are buildings of which the town can be very 
proud. 

In answer to the second question, one of the first 
things the Committee decided, was to build a building 
which would house the children in a satisfactory manner 
and yet do away with expensive items which are nice to 
have but are not necessary to give the children good ele- 
mentary education. It is nice to have gymnasiums in ele- 
mentary buildings but I believe that the children will have 
just as much fun playing basketball in the town hall, and 
certainly they will get as much exercise. 

As to whether we can afford the building, I think that 
is up to each individual. It has been estimated that it 
would effect the tax rate about $3.25 a thousand. If the 
average assessment is two thousand dollars, it means that 
the average tax payer will have to pay $6.50 a year to have 
a new school. In terms of what the average person spends 
on cigarettes, candy and other such items (products of 
distillation) it seems like a very small amount to pay to 
provide our children with a happy, healthy school environ- 
ment. 

In addition, I might point out a good school will tend 
to attract people to a community. Many, before they 
purchase property, will investigate the schools. If they 
find that the schools are poor, they will look somewhere 
else for a place to buy. 
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The teachers have been doing good work under very 
trying conditions. | 

Let me close by giving the following quotation. “When 
the people of New Hampshire are given the facts, they will 
make the right decision.” The Building Committee has 
worked very hard to get the facts and I feel sure that the 
people of Sutton School District will make the right de- 
cision. Good luck to you!

To the Inhabitants of the School district of Sutton qualifi- 
ed to vote in district affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on the seventh day of March, 1953 at 8:00 
o'clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year.

fund together with other income; the school board to 
certify to the selectmen the balance between the estimat- 
ed revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be 
raised by taxes by the town.
